FOR  THE  YEAR  1970 


To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Long  Eaton  U.D.C. 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  this  my  seventeenth  Annual  Report. 

I  must  refer  to  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  report  on  ‘Smoking 
and  Health  Now’.  Here  is  a  clear  warning  to  all  cigarette  smokers  of  the 
danger  of  cancer  of  the  lung.  Over  20,000  deaths  per  year  are  due  to  this 
condition.  The  warning  is  clear — give  up  cigarette  smoking  or  reduce  to 
the  lowest  possible  number.  The  chances  are  that  two  of  every  five 
heavy  cigarette  smokers  (25  and  more  a  day)  but  only  one  out  of  every 
five  non-smokers,  will  die  before  the  age  of  65  years.  The  more  one 
smokes  the  greater  the  risk. 

Cancers  of  the  mouth  and  throat  are  more  common  in  smokers  of  all 
kinds  of  tobacco.  It  also  predisposes  to  Bronchitis,  Coronary  Thrombo¬ 
sis  and  Emphysema.  Smokers  are  also  more  likely  to  develop  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  and  Cancer  of  the  Bladder.  In  all,  some  fifty  thousand 
deaths  may  conservatively  be  attributed  to  the  effects  of  smoking. 

There  is  a  need  for  a  lead  to  be  given  by  all  parents  to  show  their 
children  the  proper  attitude  to  health  and  the  dangers  ot  smoking. 


The  Long  Eaton  Sick  Nursing  Association,  now  called  the  Long 
Eaton  Physiotherapy  Centre,  now  operates  from  4  Nottingham  Road. 
Negotiations  are  going  on  with  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board 
with  a  view  to  them  taking  over  the  running  of  the  centre.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  this  w  ill  be  the  successful  outcome. 

The  Council  own  2,350  dwellings,  including  10  Group  Schemes  for 
the  Elderlv,  one  being  situated  at  Chantry  Close  under  the  able  warden- 
ship  ot  Mrs.  13.  Frith.  W  ith  this  scheme  there  is  also  a  common  room 
and  community  facilities  are  available  for  the  residents.  The  other  group 
schemes  are  situated  on  the  Draycott  Road  Estate  (3),  Southfield, 
Petersham  Estate  (3),  Bonsall  Court  and  Romorantin  Place.  Mrs.  L. 
Clack,  Mrs.  K.  Derrick,  Mrs.  M.  Hardy,  Mrs.  M.  Booth,  Mrs.  I. 
Pinson,  Mrs.  E.  E.  Abbott,  Mrs.  M.  Costello,  Mrs.  F.  H.  Grundy,  and 
M  rs.  M.  Flosker  undertake  the  work  of  Wardens.  There  are  no  com¬ 
munity  facilities  available  with  these  schemes  and  the  old  people  in  the 
vicinity  of  Sawley  are  expected  to  use  the  amenities  available  at  the 
Community  Hall.  There  is  a  lounge  provided  for  the  residents  of 
Romorantin  Place.  In  addition,  bungalows  have  been  erected  in  groups 
on  other  estates. 

My  grateful  thanks  go  to  all  Council  Wardens  for  the  way  they 
carry  out  their  w'ork  with  the  elderly.  It  is  certainly  a  labour  of  love,  as 
the  post  is  only  rated  part-time  and  paid  accordingly.  The  Council 
continue  to  erect  bungalows,  but  even  then  the  time  an  old  person  can 
expect  to  wait  is  nearly  four  years. 

The  health  of  the  town  as  shown  by  medical  statistics  remained  at  a 
high  level.  The  birth  rate  was  17-8  per  1,000  of  the  population  and  the 
crude  death  rate  11-7  per  1,000  ot  the  population.  There  were  no 
maternal  deaths,  and  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  8-0. 

No  case  of  diphtheria  has  occurred  in  the  town  for  24  years  and 
there  have  been  no  deaths  for  28  years. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  is  now  accepted  by  all  General  Practi¬ 
tioners.  They  are  increasingly  giving  support  to  the  Measles  vaccination 
now  available.  It  is  a  safe  vaccine  and  has  few  adverse  reactions. 

The  B.C.G.  Vaccination  Programme  in  Senior  Schools  has  continued 
throughout  the  year,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  the  co-operation  of  head 
teachers  and  their  staffs.  Below  are  given  the  acceptance  rates  for  the 
various  schools :

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My  thanks  are  due  to  all  headteachers  and  their  staffs,  also  to  all  Health 
Visitors,  Mrs.  M.  Lewis,  Mrs.  R.  Matthews,  Mrs.  R.  Collins,  Mrs.  A. 
Khagure,  Miss  A.  Lynch,  Mrs.  Drewitt,  Mrs.  Chapman,  Mrs.  Lander 
and  Mrs.  Taylor. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  the  services  of  a  school  dentist — which  is 
a  great  boon  to  the  town.  Chiropody  is  also  available  for  the  elderly.  A 
list  ot  facilities  available  at  the  County  Clinic  is  included  in  the  body  of 
the  report. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  on  the  work  of  The  Workshop  for  the 
Elderly,  established  in  the  Library  Grounds.  Since  the  centre  began  it 
has  overcome  many  difficulties  with  regard  to  obtaining  the  interest  of 
the  Elderly  for  whom  it  was  designed,  of  obtaining  suitable  work  from 
Industry  in  the  town,  and  endeavouring  to  meet  those  inevitable 
financial  commitments  arising  out  of  such  a  venture. 

At  the  present  time,  both  morning  and  afternoon  sessions  are  held 
at  the  centre,  and  any  elderly  person  interested  in  morning  or  afternoon 
sessions  should  obtain  the  appropriate  form  from  the  Clerk  of  the 
Council,  Mr.  G.  F.  Clegg. 

Anyone  having  work  they  think  the  centre  could  undertake  should 
contact  Mrs.  Wood,  the  Supervisor,  telephone  Long  Eaton  4207.  The 
support  continues  of  all  voluntary  bodies  in  the  town,  including  Rotary, 
Inner  Wheel,  Soroptomists,  etc. 

During  the  year,  17  dwellings  were  erected  compared  with  6  the 
previous  year.  Over  the  same  period,  private  enterprise  erected  38 
dwellings  compared  with  99  the  year  previously. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  accommodation  provided  today  is  of 
a  very  high  standard.  Central  heating  is  provided  at  Kirkwhite  House, 
Bonsall  Court,  Romorantin  Place,  Petersham  Court,  Ennerdale  Court, 
Erewash  Court  and  Willersley  House.  The  amenities  of  such  accommo¬ 
dation  is  a  far  cry  from  dwellings  erected  prior  to  1939. 

In  addition,  through  Improvement  Grants,  private  housing  has  the 
opportunity  of  providing  amenities  such  as  hot  water  supply,  inside 
w.c.,  bathroom,  kitchen  and  food  storage  facilities,  which  are  available 
from  the  Council.  Here  is  something  of  advantage  to  tenant  and  land¬ 
lord. 


My  thanks  arc  due  to  Mr.  P.  A.  Missen,  Principle  of  Derbyshire 
College  of  Agriculture,  Broomfield  Hall,  Morley  for  making  available 
the  full  meteorological  information  lor  1971. 

1  am  fortunate  to  have  the  excellent  co-operation  of  all  general 
practitioners  in  the  town.  They  are  the  keystone  of  any  health  service. 

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  A.  A.  Wild,  m.a.p.ii.i.,  a.m.inst.p.c.

There  is  still  a  fear  amongst  the  population  concerning  Tuber¬ 
culosis  in  spite  of  the  great  advances  made  in  treatment  and  diagnosis 
and  the  great  reduction  in  recent  years  of  the  mortality  from  this 
disease. 


Long  Eaton  as  a  Housing  Authority  plays  its  part  in  the  prevention 
of  this  disease  by  ensuring  as  far  as  possible  that  those  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis  have  the  proper  environment  in  which  to  live.

tor  year  ended  31st  October,  1971 

The  Committee  present  the  Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts  for 
the  year  ended  31st  October,  1971. 

Since  moving  to  our  new  premises  the  activities  at  the  Centre  have 
increased.  During  the  year  4,667  Treatments  were  given  for  which  we 
received  -£1,022  as  against  4,493  Treatments  the  previous  year  for  which 
we  received  £965.  We  always  have  over  200  patients  on  our  books  which 
proves  the  necessity  for  continuing  this  service  in  Long  Eaton. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  to  our  Local  Medical  Practitioners  for 
sending  patients  to  the  Centre  and  therefore  creating  the  opportunity 
of  increasing  the  number  of  treatments  given  and  thereby  improving 
our  Income  from  Treatments. 

Our  Accounts  show  an  excess  of  expenditure  over  income  of  £290 
which  caused  a  financial  crisis  resulting  in  your  Committee  giving 
serious  consideration  as  to  the  future  of  the  Centre,  the  steps  taken 
although  not  specifically  connected  with  this  year’s  report  will  be 
referred  to  later. 

A  list  of  donations  and  subscriptions  is  appended  and  we  record 
our  most  grateful  thanks  to  those  who  have  helped  in  many  instances 
over  the  years  through  their  donations  to  subsidize  the  cost  of  the 
treatment  given.  Particular  reference  should  be  made  to  the  support 
given  by  Councillor  J.  Bramley  who  was  our  President  during  his  year 
of  Office  as  Chairman  of  the  Long  Eaton  Urban  District  Council; 
was  responsible  for,  through  his  special  appeal  and  Coffee  Evening, 
donations  of  £242. 

To  the  Long  Eaton  Urban  District  Council  we  extend  our  special 
thanks  for  their  increased  grant  to  the  Centre  and  for  the  interest  taken 
not  only  by  their  representatives  on  the  Committee,  but  through  their 
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reports  to  t he  Council;  we  have  received  whole  hearted  co-operation 
and  support  in  our  efforts  to  keep  the  Centre  open. 

Sunray  Saturday  this  year  was  not  quite  as  successful  as  the  prev¬ 
ious  year,  but  we  do  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  all  those  who 
supported  this  effort— Women’s  Gas  Federation — Soroptimist  Club — 
Trefoil  Guild — St.  John  Ambulance — The  Youth  Centre — Dr.  Kudin 
and  Members  of  the  Round  Table — Toc-H  -Ladies  Circle — Miss  M. 
Taylor  and  other  friends  who  through  their  efforts  were  responsible  for 
the  proceeds  of  £135. 

During  the  year  it  was  unfortunate  that  our  Secretary,  Mrs.  B.  R. 
Bloomfield  was  unable  to  be  with  us  during  a  period  of  sickness  and  our 
thanks  are  due  to  Miss  Adkin  and  Miss  Sabin  for  their  help  and  we  are 
pleased  that  Mrs.  Bloomfield  is  now  back  with  us. 

Although  the  critical  financial  situation  developed  at  the  end  of 
our  financial  year  we  feel  we  should  report  the  steps  your  Committee 
have  taken  to  keep  the  Centre  open.  It  is  obvious  that  we  must  have 
an  assured  income  in  order  to  operate  the  Centre.  You  will  see  from  the 
Statement  of  Accounts  that  our  Annual  expenditure  is  something  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  £3,000  which  means  from  sources  other  than  for 
treatments  we  need  something  like  £150  per  month  from  donations  or 
grants,  and  whilst  the  Long  Eaton  Urban  District  Council  have  been 
most  generous  and  helpful  in  this  connection  this  in  itself  is  insufficient 
for  our  future  needs. 

On  the  19th  November,  1971  your  Committee  decided  to  approach 
the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board  to  see  if  they  would  take  over  the 
Centre,  either  wholly  or  in  part  and  since  that  time  negotiations  have 
been  continuing  and  we  are  still  awaiting  their  decision.  It  had  been 
hoped  that  a  conclusion  would  have  been  reached  prior  to  this  Annual 
Meeting  but  at  the  time  of  preparing  this  report  nothing  definite  had 
been  decided,  should,  however,  there  be  further  development  this  will 
be  reported  at  the  Meeting. 

The  Committee  would  like  to  place  on  record  their  appreciation 
of  the  services  given  by  the  Staff  at  the  Centre. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  the  interest  of  Long  Eaton  and  district  the 
Annual  Meeting  will  be  fully  represented  by  all  interested  parties  as 
important  decisions  may  have  to  be  taken  regarding  the  future.

LONG  EATON  ROAD  SAFETY  COMMITTEE 
REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED 
31st  MARCH,  1972 

1.  Mr.  P.  J.  Barsby.  1  would  like  to  begin  my  first  Annual  Report 
by  paying  tribute  to  the  help  and  co-operation  1  have  received  at  all 
times  during  the  year  from  Mr.  I'.  J.  Barsby,  your  former  Secretary, 
who  retired  from  the  post  at  the  end  of  March,  1971,  having  held  the 
position  for  22  years.  Over  this  period  Mr.  Barsby  had  amassed  a 
wealth  of  material  relating  to  all  aspects  of  road  safety  and  his  extremely 
well  documented  records  and  comprehensive  files  have  been  invaluable 
to  me.  The  Committee  are  fortunate  in  having  been  able  to  retain  his 
services  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  and  immediately  recognised  his 
outstanding  work  by  appointing  him  as  Vice-Chairman. 

Mr.  Barsby  has  also  been  appointed  as  Geographical  Representa¬ 
tive  for  Derbyshire  on  the  General  Purposes  Committee  of  the  North 
Midland  Accident  Prevention  Federation  and  I  know  that  his  contri¬ 
bution  at  these  meetings  based  on  his  wide  experience  are  very  much 
appreciated. 

2.  Committee.  The  Committee  consisted  of  41  members  repre¬ 
senting  various  organisations  including  the  Long  Eaton  U.D.C., 
Divisional  Education  Executive,  Police,  School  teachers,  Chamber  of 
Trade,  Trades  Council,  Barton  Transport,  Industrial  Transport,  Pre- 
School  Play  Group,  Motorists,  Cyclists,  Old  Age  Pensioners,  Invalid 
and  Handicapped,  Townswomen’s  Guild,  Co-op  Women’s  Guild, 
Toe  H,  Roosevelt  Club,  British  Red  Cross,  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade,  Junior  Accident  Prevention  Council,  Sawley  Community 
Association,  the  Press,  Roval  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Accidents, 
the  County  Road  Safety  Officer  and  independent  members  interested 
in  Road  Safety.  The  Committee  were  sorry  to  learn  in  June  1971  of 
the  departure  of  Mr.  N.  Gordon,  the  County  Road  Safety  Officer,  who 
had  obtained  an  appointment  with  the  Cambridgeshire  County  Council, 
and  were  pleased  to  welcome  at  the  September  meeting  his  successor, 
Mr.  R.  Goodall. 

3.  Meetings.  The  Committee  met  bi-monthly  and  there  were  7 
meetings  with  an  average  attendance  of  19. 

4.  Mr.  G.  L.  Scott.  Mr.  G.  L.  Scott,  the  former  Chairman,  is  still 
in  hospital  recovering  from  his  severe  stroke  on  3rd  May,  1969,  but 
has  made  some  progress.  The  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  recently 
visited  him  and  a  letter  was  sent  to  him  afterwards  conveying  the 
Committee’s  best  wishes. 

5.  Representation.  The  Committee  was  represented  at  the 
quarterly  meetings  of  the  North  Midland  Accident  Prevention  Council, 
the  General  Purposes  Committee  of  the  Federation  and  at  the  National 
Road  Safety  Congress  held  in  London. 
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6.  Tufty  Clubs.  Fhere  has  been  a  sudden  but  welcome  increase  in 
the  number  of  new  Tufty  Clubs  which  have  been  formed  in  various 
parts  of  the  down  and  Mr.  Jackson  of  RoSPA  and  Mr.  Goodall  the 
County  Road  Safety  Officer  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  manner  in 
which  they  have  persuaded  the  Pre-School  Playgroups  to  co-operate  in 
this  important  work.  Propaganda  material  has  been  supplied,  free  of 
charge,  on  request,  but  I  am  sure  the  Committee  will  agree  that  this  is 
money  well  spent. 

7.  Junior  Accident  Prevention  Council.  The  most  disappointing 
aspect  of  the  Committee’s  work  during  the  year  has  been  the  lack  of 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  JAPC  and  its  virtual  collapse.  Judging  by  the 
letter  from  Mr.  P.  M.  Harvey  a  teacher  at  the  Grammar  School,  which 
was  considered  by  the  Committee  at  their  November  meeting,  children 
of  the  right  age  group  are  only  interested  in  road  safety  activities  which 
harness  their  energies  to  practical  road  safety  matters  and  they  do  not 
relish  the  prospect  of  attending  meetings  just  to  ‘talk’  about  road  safety. 

Whether  it  will  be  possible  to  revive  interest  in  the  coming  year  is 
a  matter  of  some  doubt  and  certain  members  of  the  Committee  have 
expressed  the  opinion  that  children  must  not  be  forced  to  take  part  in 
activities  for  which  a  spontaneous  response  is  required. 

8.  Accident  Statistics.  The  statistics  for  1971  can  be  summarised 
as  follows  and  can  bring  little  consolation  to  those  involved  in  road 
safety  work: 

7,696  Persons  killed  including  963  children 
90,910  Seriously  injured  including  15,326  children 
253,480  Slightly  injured  including  46,487  children 
352,086  Total  casualties  including  62,776  children 

These  figures  show  the  first  general  improvement  for  three  years 
and  although  the  volume  of  motor  traffic  rose  by  about  5%  over  the 
period,  there  were  more  deaths  but  fewer  injuries  on  the  roads  than  in 
1970. 

When  the  figures  are  broken  down  further,  by  far  and  away  the 
most  disturbing  aspect  is  the  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  of  child 
cyclists.  151  child  cyclists  were  killed  in  1971  (the  highest  total  for  25 
years)  and  one  third  of  the  children  who  died  were  less  than  10  years  old. 
Of  the  9|  million  bicycles  estimated  to  be  in  use  at  the  present  time 
in  this  country  six  million  are  estimated  to  belong  to  children. 

9.  The  Green  Cross  Code.  By  far  the  most  important  develop¬ 
ment  in  the  field  of  road  safety  was  the  introduction  in  May,  1971  of 
‘The  Green  Cross  Code’  a  new  scheme  for  teaching  young  children  to 
cross  the  road  which  replaced  the  code  which  had  been  in  operation  for 
so  many  years.  With  the  kind  co-operation  of  the  Divisional  Education 
Officer  copies  of  the  Code  were  distributed  to  all  school  children  in  the 
5-9  years  age  group.  The  Code  was  introduced  in  the  teeth  of  con¬ 
siderable  opposition  from  professional  road  safety  officers,  but  judging 
by  the  accident  figures  which  have  become  available  since  the  beginning 
of  the  Campaign  their  fears  have  proved  to  be  unjustified.  Since  the 
Campaign  began  2,000  fewer  children  have  been  killed  or  injured  on 
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the  roads.  The  number  of  child  pedestrian  casualties  is  still  formidable 
and  another  ‘heavyweight’  campaign  directed  at  children  was  launched 
on  the  12th  June,  1972  in  which  the  central  theme  was  ‘The  Green 
Cross  Code'. 

10.  Campaigns.  Apart  from  the  main  ‘Green  Cross  Code’  cam¬ 
paign  the  Committee  have  co-operated  during  the  year  in  the  KoSPA 
quarterly  campaigns  by  ordering  a  limited  supply  of  literature  for 
distribution  by  members  of  the  JAPC.  Of  particular  interest  was  the 
distribution  by  the  JAPC  of  1,500  leaflets  to  cider  citizens  setting  out 
important  rules  of  road  safety  for  them  to  follow.  One  third  of  all 
pedestrian  accidents  involve  the  over  60’s. 

11.  Cycling  Proficiency  Training.  The  statistics  relating  to  fatal 
injuries  to  child  cyclists  highlight  the  urgent  need  for  increasing 
cycling  training  in  accordance  with  the  National  Cycling  Proficiency 
Scheme  and  it  is  a  matter  of  some  regret  that  the  number  of  children 
receiving  training  during  the  year  was  only  50. 

For  some  time  now  this  training  and  subsequent  testing  has  been 
carried  out  at  the  Grange  School  Playground  on  Saturday  afternoons 
and  has  needed  four  and  sometimes  more  consecutive  Saturdays  to 
complete  the  job  properly.  The  work  has  to  be  carried  out  in  good 
weather  conditions  and  during  term  which  limits  the  time  available. 
It  is  not  always  possible  to  obtain  sufficient  instructors  who  are  able  to 
devote  so  much  free  time  at  the  weekend  to  doing  this  work.  I  would 
like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  those  instructors  who  give  up  their  free 
time  at  weekends  to  help  in  this  work. 

In  an  effort  to  improve  the  situation  in  this  coming  year  I  wrote  to 
the  Plead  Teachers  of  the  various  schools  asking  whether  any  members 
of  their  teaching  staff  would  be  interested  in  instructing  child  cvclists  at 
their  own  schools  outside  of  school  hours,  but  during  the  week,  for 
which  they  would  be  paid  the  usual  fees.  The  response  was  most 
encouraging  and  following  visits  by  Mr.  Jackson  of  RoSPA  to  those 
schools  which  had  expressed  an  interest  a  meeting  was  held  at  the  Town 
Hall  on  14th  June,  1972  at  which  Mr.  Broughton  ,the  Regional  Cycling 
Proficiency  Organiser  of  RoSPA,  gave  a  short  talk  to  six  teachers  who 
are  to  help.  This  will  be  a  considerable  help  in  training  the  large  numbers 
of  children  who  are  known  to  be  in  need  of  training. 

12.  Cycling  Reliability  Trial.  Because  of  the  poor  response  last 
year,  when  only  12  cyclists  took  part,  and  the  limited  number  of  young 
cyclists  being  trained,  the  usual  trial  was  not  held,  but  will  be  revived 
again  this  year  it  there  is  found  to  be  sufficient  interest. 

13.  The  Zebra  Pedestrian  Crossing  Regulations,  1971.  These 
important  new  Regulations  provide  for  new  zebra  crossing  markings 
to  be  laid  down  by  local  authorities  by  1973,  and  apart  from  their 
value  in  other  directions  will  be  an  important  factor  in  curbing  in¬ 
advertent  and  dangerous  parking  within  the  limits  of  pedestrian 
crossings. 
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14.  British  Standard  Time.  In  connection  with  BST,  schools 
were  notified  of  the  availability  of  fluorescent  and  reflective  armbands 
and  most  schools  are  known  to  have  ordered  a  good  supply.  There  was 
a  welcome  reduction  in  child  road  accidents  during  1971  and  this  was 
due  no  doubt  in  part  to  the  wearing  of  reflective  armbands  by  school 
children.  Although  BST  has  now  been  dispensed  with  there  will  still 
be  a  need  for  the  wearing  of  reflective  armbands  during  the  winter 
months  when  children  will  be  going  home  in  the  dark  between  4  p.m. 
and  6  p.m.  and  a  further  approach  will  be  made  to  the  schools. 

15.  New  Market  Site.  It  is  doubtful  if  any  member  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee  will  be  other  than  highly  delighted  at  the  decision  of  the  L.E.U.D.C. 
to  agree  finally  to  the  transfer  of  the  market  to  a  new  site  at  Beaconsfield 
Street  which  is  expected  to  be  completed  by  the  middle  of  1973.  The 
dangers  inherent  in  siting  a  busy  market  so  close  to  a  trunk  road  have 
been  argued  about  for  many  years  and  I  am  sure  that  members  will 
wish  to  congratulate  the  Council  on  their  decision  which  is  bound  to  be 
a  major  contribution  to  road  safety  in  the  Town  Centre. 

16  Bus  Stops  (Clearway)  Order,  1971.  Another  important  move 
in  the  constant  fight  against  road  safety  hazards  caused  by  indis- 
ciminate  parking  of  vehicles  by  motorists  was  the  introduction  of  the 
above  Order  to  protect  certain  bus  stops  in  College  Street  and  Derby 
Road  where  bus  drivers  had  complained  of  their  inability  to  use  the 
bus  bays  because  of  parked  cars.  Despite  unfortunate  delays  in  the 
supply  of  the  relevant  signs  the  Order  is  now  fully  operational  and 
motorists  who  persist  in  using  the  bus  bays  for  parking  now  face  the 
risk  of  prosecution. 

17.  Matters  Dealt  With.  In  addition  to  matters  specifically  covered 
above  the  Committee  have  been  busy  throughout  the  year  considering 
and  acting  and  making  recommendations  upon  a  number  of  other  road 
safety  matters  and  the  under-mentioned  list,  though  by  no  means 
exhaustive,  gives  some  indication  of  the  wide  ranging  scope  of  the 
Committees  activities: 

Representations  to  Chief  Constable  for  School  Crossing  Patrols  at 
various  sites 

Requests  for  painting  of  ‘School  Entrance’  signs  at  various  schools 

Towing  of  private  cars

18.  Conclusion.  I  am  very  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of 
the  Committee  for  their  kindness  and  support  during  my  first  year  as 
Hon.  Secretary  and  I  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members  and 
officers  of  the  Council,  the  Press,  the  County  Road  Safety  Officer,  Mr. 
Goodall,  Messrs.  Jackson  and  Broughton  of  RoSPA,  Mr.  Little 
(Divisional  Education  Office)  and  the  Police  (particularly  P.C.  Lowe) 
for  their  ready  help  and  assistance  on  such  a  wide  variety  of  problems.

The  main  campaign  concerned  the  dangers  involved  in  the  mis¬ 
handling  of  fireworks  on  Bonfire  Night.

Council  in  organising  a  firework  display  and  bonfire  on  West  Park  on 
5th  November.  This  again  proved  a  great  success  and  is  becoming  more 
popular  each  year. 

Representatives  of  the  Committee  continued  to  attend  meetings  of 
the  East  Midland  No.  4  Home  Safety  Group  and  the  Derbyshire  Home 
Safety  Liaison  Committee  as  well  as  the  National  Home  Safety 
Conference.

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WATER  SUPPLY 

I  am  indebted  to  the  South  Derbyshire  Water  Hoard  for  the 

following  information  relating  to  Water  Supply: 

(a)  The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  adequate  in  quantity  and 
generally  satisfactory  in  quality. 

(b)  Regular  examination  is  made  of  both  raw  and  treated  water.  A 
total  of  50  bacteriological,  2  chemical  and  48  partial  chemical 
samples,  were  taken  from  consumers’  premises  during  the  year. 
Of  the  bacteriological  samples,  2  indicated  the  presence  of  coliforms. 
Further  check  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  area  is 
supplied  mainly  from  the  Drum  Hill  Reservoir,  where  water  from 
the  Board’s  Little  Eaton  Works  and  Homesford  Works  is  blended 
with  water  from  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  Board.  A  typical 
analysis  of  the  water  supplied  is  attached  hereto. 

(c)  None  of  the  water  supplied  to  consumers  is  liable  to  plumbo- 
solvent  action. 

(d)  All  water  is  chlorinated  before  being  passed  into  supply. 

(e)  All  waters  supplied  to  the  area  are  now  being  treated  to  raise  the 
fluoride  content  to  1.00  p.p.m.

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LONG  EATON  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS 

Mr.  Francis  Turner,  Engineer  &  Surveyor  to  the  Council  writes: 

Sewage  Disposal 

The  completion  of  the  major  extension  scheme  started  in  October, 
1969,  and  programmed  to  finish  in  September,  1971,  has  been  delayed 
due  to  the  liquidation  of  the  contractors,  Messrs.  Thos.  Beighton  Ltd. 
of  Chesterfield,  the  contract  sum  being  ,£485,000.  It  became  necessary 
to  let  a  new  contract  for  the  completion  works  (£35,000),  to  Messrs. 
H.  Camm  &  Co.  of  Chesterfield,  and  the  scheme  will  in  fact  be  finished 
in  the  autumn  of  1972. 

The  Sludge  Pressing  Plant  still  works  satisfactorily,  but  the 
continuing  problem  of  the  disposal  of  pressed  humus  cake  remains. 
During  the  year  no  complaints  of  odour  nuisance  from  the  works  have 
been  received. 

Sewerage 

Investigations  have  been  completed  as  to  the  measures  necessary 
to  deal  with  the  surcharging  of  the  foul  sewerage  system  which  occurs 
following  periods  of  heavy  rainfall,  and  also  for  providing  for  future 
additional  building  development.  A  scheme  for  new  intercepting  sewers 
and  for  increasing  the  capacity  of  the  main  outfall  sewer  has  been 
prepared  and  it  is  anticipated  it  will  be  commenced  in  the  spring  of 
1972  at  a  cost  of  approximately  £200,000. 

Ministerial  agreement  has  been  reached  as  to  the  necessity  for 
proceeding  with  the  New  Sawley  Brook  Improvement,  essential  to 
allow  further  building  development  to  take  place  in  the  catchment  area, 
and  it  is  expected  that  tenders  will  be  invited  late  in  1972  to  enable  the 
constructional  work  to  follow  the  foul  sewerage  work. 

There  has  been  little  change  in  the  situation  regarding  the  remain¬ 
ing  surface  water  drainage,  the  principal  proposals  still  outstanding 
being  the  Golden  Brook  Improvement  and  the  final  phase  of  the  Sawley 
Surface  Water  Drainage  Scheme.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  1971 


To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  The  Long  Eaton  Urban 
District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  fifth  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  Department  during  1971. 

Housing 

During  the  year  1971,  158  dwellings  were  let  as  follows:  21  for 
rehousing  tenants  from  condemned  property,  22  to  emergency  cases, 
18  to  sub-tenants  in  rotation  after  waiting  approximately  four  years, 
4  to  tenants  with  families  of  mixed  sexes  and  occupying  two  bedroomed 
houses,  35  to  tenants  allowed  to  transfer  from  one  council  house  to 
another,  4  to  council  employees,  35  bungalows  and  flats  to  elderly 
persons  and  19  Romorantin  Place  flats. 

During  the  same  period  202  housing  applications  and  107  applica¬ 
tions  for  elderly  persons  accommodation  were  received. 

The  total  council  housing  accommodation  was  increased  during  the 
year  by  the  additional  12  one-bedroomed  flats  and  5  two-bedroomed 
bungalows  at  Kirkstone  Court  which  were  let  to  applicants  from  the 
elderly  persons’  waiting  list. 

The  tenth  warden-serviced  scheme  for  the  elderly  was  inaugurated 
for  the  15  Longmoor  Road  bungalows  and  further  schemes  were 
approved  for  implementation  when  suitable  accommodation  became 
available  for  converting  to  wardens’  homes. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

A  new  tipper  lorry  was  purchased  during  the  year  to  replace  a 
ten-year  old  vehicle.  This  completed  the  replacement  of  the  open  lorry 
fleet  of  four  vehicles  which  is  used  for  the  collection  of  salvage,  trade 
waste  and  bulky  articles. 

Because  of  the  economic  conditions  prevailing  throughout  the 
country,  the  Council’s  buyer  of  waste  paper  had  been  forced  to  request  a 
reduction  in  baled  paper  output  during  the  latter  part  ot  the  year.  This 
limitation  was  to  continue  until  the  summer  ot  1972  and  is  reflected  in 
the  total  tonnage  of  baled  paper  sold. 
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A  Work  Study  Project  was  carried  out  during  the  year  by  Trent- 
side  Authorities  Management  Services  on  all  sections  of  the  refuse 
service  with  a  view  to  implementing  an  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme  early 
in  1972. 

Public  Conveniences 

The  public  conveniences  of  the  town  continued  to  be  one  of  the 
prime  targets  for  vandals.  Apart  from  the  damage  caused  to  the  accepted 
fittings  found  in  the  conveniences,  energy  was  also  directed  at  those 
fittings  intended  to  improve  the  amenities  available  and  one  wonders 
how  long  authorities  will  continue  to  provide  soap  dispensers,  hand- 
dryers  and  the  like,  when  such  acts  of  irrational  behaviour  are  displayed. 

My  appreciation  is  once  again  extended  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support  during  the 
year  and  my  thanks  are  again  due  to  Dr.  Woolgrove,  fellow  officers  and, 
not  least,  the  staff  of  the  Department.

The  Sampling  of  food  under  the  above  Act  is  carried  out  by  the 
Derbyshire  County  Council. 

Mr.  J.  Markland,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.,  County  Analyst,  has  kindly 
supplied  the  following  information: — 

107  samples,  including  14  Milks,  were  submitted  under  the  above 
Act  in  the  area  of  the  Long  Eaton  U.D.C.  during  the  year  1971. 

One  sample  of  Pasteurised  Milk  contained  a  trace  of  added  water. 
A  further  sample  will  be  taken. 

A  sample  of  Orange  Flavoured  Junior  Aspirin  Tablets  was  not  up 
to  B.P.  standard.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  manufacturers. 

The  label  on  Mayonnaise  did  not  list  the  ingredients  in  the  required 
manner.  The  article  was  foreign  produce  and  the  importers  were 
notified  of  the  irregularity. 

Full  Fat  Soft  Cheese  was  deficient  in  fat.  A  formal  sample  was 
taken  and  was  satisfactory. 

Potted  Beef  was  deficient  in  meat.  A  formal  sample  followed,  on 
which  proceedings  were  taken  and  which  resulted  in  the  manufacturer 
being  given  an  absolute  discharge  on  payment  of  costs. 

The  remaining  samples  were  classed  as  satisfactory.

During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1972,  the  charges  for  the 
collection  of  Trade  Refuse  and  tipping,  etc.,  realised  £3,084  and  the 
value  of  the  materials  salvaged  was  £6,602. 

The  Cleansing  Department  disposes  of  refuse  free  of  cost  from 
the  Highways,  Markets,  Cemetery  and  other  Departments  of  the 
Council ;  from  other  firms  on  payment  of  25p  per  load. 

The  number  of  premises  from  which  regular  collection  of  refuse 
was  made  was  14,810. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Beeston  and  Stapleford  U.D.C.  your 
Council  collects  and  disposes  of  refuse  from  15  houses  in  that  district 
at  an  annual  charge  of  £22-50. 

The  Shardlow  R.D.C.  collect  nightsoil  and  house  refuse  from 
two  cottages  and  a  house  near  Sandiacre  Lock  at  a  cost  of  £1-50 
per  house,  per  annum.
